Alarmed at the prospect of losing 
millions of dollars in vitally-needed 
revenues if federal revenue-sharing is 
discontinued at the end of this fiscal 
year, the Board of Supervisors approved 
sending board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie to the nation’s Capitol Nov. 18-19 
as part of a large-scale appeal by 
California public officials directed at 
Congress to keeping the money flowing 
Beattie, who with other supervisors at­ 
tended the California Supervisors’ Assn. 
conference last week in San Jose, said 
the association has agreed to pay round- 
trip air expenses of one supervisor from 
each county to take part in the mass ap­ 
peal. 
The trip is also in conjunction with a 
rally of county officials from throughout 
the country sponsored by the National 
Assn. of Counties (NACO) designed to 
put pressure on Congress to pass legisla­ 
tion before Christmas to continue the 
funding. 
The hope is being expressed that a 
gigantic rally and personal visitations of 


county officials to various congressional 
offices can “turn Congress around” from 
its seemingly prevalent view at this time 
to end the program as of June 30. 1976. 
If not, county government services un­ 
doubtedly will be in for a “ tremendous 
reduction.” observed Supervisor Robert 
E. Kallman. 


Impressed by the vigorous campaign 
of NACO to have the funding continued. 
Beattie said he felt the county here 
should take a discussion as to “ rejoining” 
the national association. Earlier, the

Moroccan minister leaves 
Spain; no assent on march 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) — Moroccan 
Prime Minister Ahmed Osman left Spain 
for home today, apparently empty- 
handed in his search for Spanish assent 
to Morocco’s preparations for a mass 
“ peace march” into the Spanish Sahara. 
Morocco insists the march will go on 
this week whether Spain assents or not. 
Spain has strongly hinted it will stop the 
march by force, and so has Algeria. 
“ Yes, the march will go on and 
negotiations will go on,” Osman told 
reporters at the airport. “ The march 
does 
not 
impede 
negotiations and 
negotiations do not impede the march. 
“ This is a specific, peaceful march not 
directed against Spain or the Spanish 
army, and we have too much respect for 
the Spaniards to try to hurt the dignity of 
their army.” 
A Spanish government source said 
Osman agreed to postpone the march, 
tentatively set for Thursday, by 48 hours 
in the face of Spain’s warnings it would 
use force to stop the marchers. 


The source said Spain had turned down 
a suggestion by Osman that Spanish 
troops temporarily withdraw from the 
border area so the Moroccan marchers. 
350.000 unarmed civilians, could briefly

SAN FRANCISCO (U P!) - A federal 
judge said today he will rule by the end 
of this week whether Patricia Hearst is 
mentally competent and able to stand 
trial for armed bank robbery 
U S District Judge Oliver J Carter 
took under submission the government's 
request that Miss Hearst be ordered to 
stand trial within the 90 days specified by 
the federal Speedy Trial Act He said he 
would probably rule on Friday. 
Miss Hearst was present in Carter’s 
courtroom for thelong-awaited40-minute 
hearing on reports submitted by three 
court-appointed psychiatrists and a psy­ 
chologist 
“ This is a difficult and complex ques­ 
tion to decide - this matter of com­ 


petency - at this stage of the case. 
Carter said “ In the next three or four 
days — I'll probably file it on Friday — a 
written memorandum in which I will 
delineate the reasons and the ruling in 
this case ” 
It appeared that the court-appointed 
psychiatrists had split on the question of 
whether Miss Hearst was now com­ 
petent. with two recommending that she 
begin trial proceedings immediately and 
the third report, filed by two brainwash 
experts, urging that she undergo mental 
treatment first. The latter report in 
dicated that she should not be expected 
to stand trial for at least three or four 
months 
U S Attorney James Browning had 


argued that a trial date be set im­ 
mediately 
“ None of the reports, your honor, as 
we have read them, states that Patricia 
Hearst is incompetent to stand trial.' 
Browning 
said 
There 
is 
ample 
evidence in them that she is competent 
The 21-year-old newspaper heiress 
entered thè courtroom confidently prior 
to the hearing She did not look at 
members of her family, including her 
parents and two sisters, who sat in the 
court She wore a chocolate brown suit, 
and in contrast to earlier appearances 
since her arrest, did not wear dark glas­ 
ses She chatted with her attorneys and 
stood promptly as Judge Carter entered 
the room 


Browning told the judge that in order 
for Miss Hearst to be ruled competent to 
stand trial, 
she 
must be able to 
communicate with her attorneys “ to a 
reasonable degree “ 
“ Based on the reports Patricia Hearst 
should he declared competent and a trial 
date set,” Browning argued 
Present in the courtroom as an 
observer was James Hewitt the federal

Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
was the big loser in the President’s 
Cabinet-level shakeup, and they hinted 
Elliot Richardson may be returning to 
Washington to play a more important 
role than commerce secretary. 
Richardson, now U S ambassador to 
Great Britain and Ford’s choice to suc­ 
ceed Rogers C.B. Morton as commerce 
secretary, will be waiting in the wings to 
take over Kissinger’s Cabinet post, 
perhaps even before the 1976 election, the 
officials suggested 
They said Kissinger, in losing his job 
as head of the National Security Counsel, 
also will lose his daily access to Ford and 
his White House office. 
At a White House meeting with 
Republican leaders today, Kissinger 
joked about his dwindling power. He 
apologized for being late, saying he was 
“ busy counting the jobs I lost 
Kissinger has had a regular one-hour 
morning meeting with the President 
since Ford took office, and he previously 
had insisted on keeping the NSC post to 
protect that direct, daily access to Ford 
Under the new setup, he will meet with 
Ford only for one hour each week. 
Donald Rumsfeld, who was nominated as 
the new Secretary of Defense, also will 
have a one-hour meeting with Ford. In 
addition. Kissinger, Rumsfeld and CIA 
Director-designate George Bush will 
meet jointly with Ford a couple of times 
a week, the administration officials said 


They said stripping Kissinger of his 
national security position will "bring 
balance” to Ford’s input on foreign 
policy 
and 
severely 
curtail 
the 
secretary’s advisory capacity. 


The officials said under the new setup 
Ford will read written intelligence 
reports daily and consult with Kissin­ 
ger’s NSC successor, Lt. Gen. Brent 
Scowcroft, when he wants further ex­ 
planation. 


Ford telephoned Richardson from 
Jacksonville. Fla., at 4 p.m. Sunday and 
on reaching him at the Embassy in 
London offered him the Cabinet post. 
Richardson asked to think it over. At

Ford says China 
trip 'still on' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Despite in­ 
dications from White House sources of 
discontent in Peking over U.S. policy, 
President Ford said Monday his upcom­ 
ing visit to the China is “ still on.”

President 
was 
asked 
about 
speculation that the visit, tentatively 
scheduled to start late this month, might 
be cut to three or four days because of 
Chinese dissatisfaction over U.S. dente 
policy toward Russia. 
“ As far as I know, the answer is no,” 
Ford told his news conference But he 
said dates of the trip — originally 
scheduled for five or six days — would 
depend 
on 
negotiations 
between 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
and the Chinese. 
“ We have tentative plans to visit the 
People’s Republic of China " said Ford 
“ Those trip plans are still on and the 
length of the trip will be decided in the 
negotiations ” 
White House sources said Monday the 
President had mapped only six days for 
his Pacific tour and there was a chance 
Ford might use two days to visit In­ 
donesia and the Philippines - cutting 
back on time in China because of the 
Chinese reaction to U S foreign policy 
But the negotiations are so shaky that 
a W’hite House advance party — going to 
Peking to chart the presidential journey 
— boarded its China-bound plane Monday 
only to be ordered to disembark just as 
the engines were being warmed up. the 
sources said They said the Chinese mes­ 
saged later Monday they wanted further 
negotiation on the dates 


Officials speculated that Richardson 
took the position to be closer to the 
political power in Washington when Kis­ 
singer steps down Richardson indicated 
before he went to London that he would 


like to be secretary of state and there 
have been soundings to that effect 
Kissinger also in recent months has

Teachers, school boards appea 
for good collective bargaining

Representatives 
of 
teachers 
and 
school boards yesterday subdued their 
differences long enough to join hands in a 
common appeal to educators to do their 
utmost to make the new collective 
bargaining law work. 
The appeal came near the end of a day 
and a half education conference at Alisal 
Ranch in Solvang that was marked 
earlier in the day by a keynote address by 
state superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Dr Wilson Riles 
Dr Clarence Bloom, superintendent of 
Lompoc Unified School District, his top 
aides and a host of Lompoc ad­ 
ministrators and teachers were on hand 
along with other county educators for the 
final chapter, a panel discussion on the 
collective bargaining law 
The discussion brought together Raoul 
Teilhet, president of the California 
Federation of Teachers; Gordon Wmton, 
executive director of the Association of 
California School administrators. Joe 
Brooks, executive director of the Califor­ 
nia School Boards Association; and the 
California Teachers Association official, 
Cal Rossi All four encouraged educators 
to do their utmost to make the new law 
work 
Teilhet told the educators: “ I want to 
take some of the myth, some of the 
theology out of the question It’s a sim­ 
ple. democratic process for the employe 
to represent himself We want good faith 
negotiating, due process ” 
Winton. who authored the Winton Act 
that has governed employe-school board 
relations for the past decade, said SB 
160, the collective bargaining law for 
school employes has “ some grey areas, 
but that it was a “ logical step” forward 
“ I encourage every administrator and 
school board member to help make it 
work he said 
Rossi said the new law had really been 
in the works for 15 years and described it 
as an “ evolutionary bill,” rather than a 
“ revolutionary” bill “ Try it. you'll like 
it,” he said at one point, with a trace of 


humor in his voice 
Brooks said he hoped the new law 
would bring more justice into the labor 
relations without the need to settle dif­ 
ferences via litigation Later, Brooks 
precipitated some controversy when he 
declared that any “ fight will not be over 
collective bargaining, but over what 
there is to collective bargain about 
He 
drew criticism when he said he would 
tell a principal, “ go over to the other 
side* of the table and I'll tell the boards to 
give you as little as possible; stay on this 
side and I’ll tell the board, be as 


generous as you can with the pnncipal 
Teilhet criticized Brooks’ statement as 
indicating an adversary attitude and 
Brooks responded, “ When the dollar’s 
laid on the table it engenders the adver­ 
sary atmosphere I wish it were dif­ 
ferent “ 
All four panelists were agreed that the 
new law would eliminate the friction that 
has grown up around the Winton Act s 
“ meet and confer" provisions and that 
the new negotiate-tn-good faith provi­ 
sions bring a new dimension to employe- 
school board relations 


Lebanese back on Beirut 
streets during cease-fire 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) 
- For the 
first time in two months Lebanese 
poured into Beirut’s streets today while 
security forces enforced the 12th cease­ 
fire called since the latest round of 
violence began 
Fierce street fighting between Moslem 
leftists 
and 
right-wing 
Christians 
throughout the capital and its suburbs 
left about 1,200 persons dead and more 
than 3,000 wounded in the past eight 
weeks 
Lebanese internal security forces took 
control of roads leading into the city, and 
Beirut radio announced traffic was func­ 
tioning normally 
“ Security forces are supervising the 
roads.” Beirut radio announcer Sharif Al 
Akhawi said “ Therefore 1 can say in a 
loud voice welcome all to Beirut 
Crowds, responding to an appeal by 
Premier Rashid Karami to “ come out on 
the streets and return to work.” left 
their homes, but most businesses and 
banks remained shut 
Hundreds of street vendors, however, 
took up positions in Hamra street to sell 
their wares 
For the past eight weeks Al Akhawi s 
grim warnings that “ all roads in and 


around the capital are unsafe kept peo­ 
ple indoors as attempted truces to end 
the fighting repeatcdlv broke down 


Security forces moved in to the 
seafront area where Christian militia 
had holed up in Beirut's three leading 
hotels - St Georges. Phoenicia and the 
Holiday Inn 


Christian gunmen were still in the area 
today 


Across town security forces took up 
guard on the unfinished Murr building — 
a 30-story structure from where Moslem 
leftists poured rocket and mortar fire at 
the Holiday Inn during the height of the 
battle last week

chart was finalized. District At­ 
torney Stanley Roden was suc­

County supervisors agreed 
Monday that the most direct 
way to achieve 
significant 
reductions in county expen­ 
ditures is to put the economic 
microscope on the departments 
having the larger budgets 
This will be done starting 
Wednesday when the super­ 
visors gather for the first of a 
series of "work sessions to con­ 
sider expenditure cuts which 
potentially 
could 
result 
in 
departmental 
curtailment 
levels ranging from 2 to 10 per 
cent. 
The "work sessions" are 
aimed at devising guidelines 
which hopefully could stabilize 
or even lower the county 
property tax levy, for 1976-77. 
unless some catastrophic cut in 
revenues, 
such as 
Federal 
revenue-sharing, occurs in the 
meantime. 


Johnson also emphasized in a 
document which found no dis­ 
favor among supervisors that 
"major budget curtailments 
cannot 
be 
accomplished 
without layoffs.” 
He said, in summary of cur­ 
tailment programs advanced by 
department 
heads 
at 
the 
request of the board, that ser­ 
vice and expenditure cuts out­ 
lined "could potentially result 
in the layoff of % positions at 
the 2 per cent level, 218 at 5 per 
cent and 429 at 10 per cent. 


The statement sent a shiver 
through the swelling ranks of 
county employes who know full 
well 
that 
while 
they 
are 
protected from unjustified fir­ 
ing through appeal procedures, 
they can be terminated if their 
jobs are abolished or programs 
with which they are connnected 
are ended. 
The budget policy sessions 
open at 9:30 a m in the county 
building with welfare, sheriff- 
coroner and sheriff-detention 
facility budgets under scrutiny, 
followed in the afternoon by 
those of the district attorney 
and fire department. 
Succeeding work sessions are 
set for Nov. 12. Nov. 19. Nov. 26, 
all starting at 9:30 a.m. 


Johnson cautioned the super­ 
visors, in considering reduc­ 
tions. not to ignore the county’s 
basic service responsibilities. 


He stressed that some depart­ 
ments with large budgets are in 
large part financed by revenue 
from state and federal levels. 
Any large reductions in ap­ 
propriations could result in 
major losses in revenue, with 
service level cuts “ out of 
proportion” to impact on local 
property tax levels, he showed.

9 oil workers 
feared dead 


NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - A 
Coast Guard rescue pilot spot­ 
ted debris in the Gulf of Mexico 
today, about 40 miles north of 
the oil rig where a helicopter 
carrying nine men took off 
Monday and disappeared. 


"There was no sign at all yet 
of survivors," Coast Guard 
spokesman Dave Cipra said. 


A cutter was en route to the 
scene where a partially sub­ 
merged liferaft and life jacket 
and other debris was spotted 
from the air. 
"From that distance, it would 
be impossible to verify this as 
the 
downed 
helicopter,” 
spokesman Tom Heflick said. 
The debris was spotted "right 
in the middle" of a 3,600-square 
mile search area.

la't's suppose that you haven't done much in the way of 
newspajM*r advertising, either Ыч’аине you haven’t been 
in busint-ss very long or you just never believe<l it would 
do you much go«Mt. and now you’d really like to find out it.s 
jxiU ntial value for your business 


The mtiit imjHirtant thing to remember, when testing 
newspaper results, is that advertising that is published 
only one time in 4»ne l - -ue o f the pap«*r. IS not going to tell 
you a whole lot alvout n»*wspa|MT advertising resulta. 
True, if you advertís«* a ‘‘hot item’’, something that is 
really in d«‘mand at a highly comf>etitive price, you are 
going to get traffic in y«iur place of business, as the result 
of one ad. But, this is “ shot in the arm" type advertising 
and cannot compare with a well thought out program that 
has planni d ciinlinuity. 


Ideally, to provide you a worthwhile result picture, 
plan to run H 10 display ads, some with "hot item" 
product features, and tHhers offering everyday type mer 
chan«lis«>, at the best possible prices If your budget la 
very limU«*d, run the ads at weekly intervals as there is 
usually r»*sidual N*nefit that will show up on your result 
tabulation. 


B«> sur<‘ that sufficient time is taken to plan each ad 
carefully Here again, you won't go wrong taking your 
newspafHT r«*presentative into your confidence, letting 
him help you with the design and copy Of course, it is 
unwise to “throw’' an ad in the paper that you have 
slap{M*d together hurriedly just for the sake of having 
something ар^и'аг in the paper. 


Н е те тЫ т the lrie«l and true basics for successful, 
resultful advertising design. Don’t pack every inch with 
copy, leave some white space here and there so that the 
ad does not ap(>ear to he hard to read and understand. 
People don’t like to read messy ads covered with diverse 
copy. The wording should flow smoothly, sound pleasant 
and inviting, even if you’re selling grave monuments the 
terminology can be attractive. Try to be lighthearted in 
your 
approach, 
but 
never 
"cute." 
Avoid 
being 
ambiguous. Don’t use terms known only in your trade. 


Successful business people, making it a habtl to 
advertise regularly in their local newspaper, have 
learned that not every ad will prove outstanding in the 
result*» it provides. Even the experts cannot foretell 
w hich ads will be winners and losers, but past experience 
certainly is a determining factor to insure that each ad 
contains the basic ingredients for success. Again, your 
newspaper rep can be worth his weight in gold to you as 
an advisor. 


Another very important point to remember is. since 
you are going to put forth the effort to make up a series of 
test ads. and you are going to spend money to run them in 
your local newspaper, be sure that you have a definite 
meihixl of tabulating results. 


.N’ailing down the source of customer traific has always 
been a difficult task, but it can be done, if your sales 
people are properly instructed in how to tabulate The 
b« st method r. to have a place on the sales slip requesting 
that the cusiomer provide the information, when asked. 
as to what brought him into your establishment. And. 
even those that have been old customers may say. “ I saw 
your recent ad for . . ..’’ so count him as one who re 
sponded to your advertising. After all, you have no way 
of knowing how long it would have taken the old 
customer to return if the ad had not brought him in this 
time. Don't be reluctant to give your advertising the 
credit in borderline cases; the tabulation results are 
going to be very helpful to you in the future and will 
assist greatly in determining long range advertising 
plans for the months ahead. 


People coming to your place of business, who look and 
don't buy. are the most difficult to tabulate, but should 
not be overlooked. Bear in mind, they did come in and the 
fact that they did not buy should not be counted against 
your advertising. Instruct ail sales personnel that, in 
their conversations with such people, they should come 
right out and ask. “did you see our ad.” or "did our ad 
prompt you to visit us.” People do not mind such 
questions, but will seldom offer the information if not 
asked And. this is vital information because it tells how 
many chances you had to make sales because your 
advertising was ’’working. " 


Above all. be thorough and be fair in tabulating 
acherlising results. You're not trying to prove that 
newspaper advertising doesn’t work 
. you’re spending 
your money to find out how well it works! If you advertise 
and tabulate properly you won’t be disappointed!

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New methods told to save 
life, property in quakes 


SAN FRANCISCO (C PI) - 
New methods to save lives and 
property 
during 
possible 
earthquakes in the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area have been 
developed 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
The methods, disclosed in a 
report Monday, would provide a 
basis for "seismic zonation'’ of 
a 
nine-county. 
7,000-square- 
mile area around San Fran­ 
cisco 
According to the report, the 
key point of "seismic zonation” 
is to influence regional land-use 
policies by classifying areas as 
to 
their 
susceptibility 
to 
quakes. 
The report said the great San 
Francisco quake of 1906 showed 
the need for such a plan 
"For example,” it said, "in 
the Telegraph Hill area where 
rock is exposed at the surface, 
the effects of the earthquake 
were weak .. 
"But at a distance of less 
than one-fourth of a mile, in an 
area underlain by artificial fill 
and water-saturated mud, the 
effects were violent.” 
The Geological Survey notes 
that San Francisco and Los 
Angeles are in one of the most 
quake-prone 
regions in 
the 
world, and that scientists say 
another tremor as severe as 
that of 1906 could occur at any 
time. 
Current urbanization of the 
San 
Francisco 
area, 
often 
without 
regard 
to 
quake 
hazards, 
indicates 
another 
tremor like the historic one 
could have "catastrophic” ef­ 
fects, the report said 
But it added that losses could 
be minimized if structures such 
as buildings, dams and bridges 
are 
properly 
located 
and 
adequately designed 
The seismic zonation study 
includes possible effects of a 
hypothetical earthquake on the 
San Andreas fault if it were 
centered near Sky Londa south 
of San Francisco and had a 6.5 
magnitude on the Richter scale. 
The hypothetical quake runs 
northeast through Menlo Park 
and across the lower end of San 
Francisco Bay, and predicted 
effects included the following: 
— "The greatest threat to 
human life would be from 
flooding 
The most probable 
causes of inundation would be 
from the failure of dams at up­ 
land reservoirs, or of dikes 
around southern San Francisco 
Bay that are made of fine­ 
grained sediment.” 
— 
"Any 
fault movement 
beneath buildings in excess of 
an inch or two could have 
catostrophic effects on 
the 
structures 
and 
their 
oc­ 
cupants.” 
— Ground shaking would be 
greatest "for areas underlain 
by mud and artificial fill along 
the shores of the Bay.” 
— Landslides could be ex­ 
pected, 
"especially 
if 
the 
earthquake occurred during the 
winter wet season.”

demonstrators, some shouting 
“ get the buses,” set fires and 
threw rocks and bottles at 
police Monday night, forcing of­ 
ficers to use tear gas to break 
up the disturbance. 
Seven persons were arrested 
and three officers received 
minor injuries. 
The outbreak, which police 
said 
involved about 20(1-300 
persons, followed a peaceful an­

Jefferson 
County 
Police Chief Russell McDaniel 
said 275 officers dispersed the 
crowd

demonstrators marched toward 
Southern high school, the scene 
of past antibusing violence this 
school year. 
“ We made our stand in front 
of the high school to keep them 
from getting the buses,” Mc­ 
Daniel says. “ When they did 
that (made threats on the 
buses),

He said the threats included 
shouts of “ get the buses.” 
Police fired more than a 
dozen tear gas canisters to con­

described by McDaniel as about 
200-300 "troublemakers.”

retreated to a parking lot where 
many had their cars. 


The situation began getting 
out of hand about 8 30 and 
within 45 minutes we had things 
well under control.” he said 
City Police Chief John Nevin 
said.

Butch, no hot dog, built Jazz into winner

When the basketball 
people get together and start telling stories on 
themselves, someone generally remembers how 
Rutrfi van Breda Kotff had a rule with the Lo^ 
Angeles Lakers whereby none of his players 
were permitted to eat anything during half time 
One night the clubhouse boy brought in three 
hot dogs swathed in mustard and a bottle of 
orange soda pop during intermission Van Breda 
Kolff spotted the contraband immediately 
Who's that for'’ ‘ he barked The clubhouse 
boy had no intention of standing there and lying 
For him.'* he 
said, pointing to Wilt 
Chamberlain, 
waiting 
impatiently 
for his 
groceries 
Realizing full scale confrontations have 
resulted from far less, and there still was 
another half to be played, van Breda Kolff 
looked at the three hot dogs and then said to 
Chamberlain, “well, eat em fast' 
If the ability to adjust is a sign of intelligence, 
and sociologists agree it is. then Butch van 
Breda Kolff is anything but stupid 
When he found the combined egos of 
Chamberlain. Jerry West and Elgin Baylor rob­ 


bed him ol his coaching effectiveness with the 
Laker s he didn't bother hiding his feelings Next 
thing you know van Breda Kolff was no longer 
the coach of the Los Angeles Lakers, but the ex* 
coach 
Next stop was Detroit and van Breda Kolff left 
there after a little more than two seasons 
because he felt the home fans were persecuting 
the Piston players after which he coached the 
Phoenix Suns for seven games, long enough only 
to determine he couldn’t possibly motivate their 
playtTs Then came a hitch with the ABA’s 
Memphis Tams, owned then by Charlie Finley. 
Finley never interfered with the Memphis 
operation 
That was one of the troubles. 
Every time van Breda Kolff tried to reach him 
on the phone, he couldn't. Finley simply wasn’t 
that interested and the team finished last. 
The ABA took over the Memphis franchise and 
van Breda Kolff eventually found himself out of 
a job again You'd think that would’ve cured the 
»2-year-old New Jerseyite of coaching profes­ 
sional basketball teams, expecially last-place 
ones but when the New Oreleans Jazz, losers of 
15 ot their first 16 games, offered him the 
coaching job a year ago after firing Scotty 
Robertson he thought it over only one day and 


accepted 
Van Breda Kolff knew right quick this one 
wan t going to be easy. 
He had a collection of veterans and kids plus 
Pistol Pete Maravich whom the Jazz had given 
so much in return for that the Atlanta Hawks 
were accused of perpetrating "the worst rape 
since the I^uisiana Purchase ’’ 
T may be dumb but I’m not completely 
stupid." says van Breda Kolff. "I know we 
weren’t winning with what we had and it was ob­ 
vious we weren't going to win with the same 
players,’’ 
Van Breda Kolff made changes, adding Nate 
Williams. Henry Bibby and Otto Moore, dropped 
by the Pistons. He let go Neal Walk. Jim Barnett 
and Ollie Johnson. 
We played young kids," says van Breda 
Kolff. "They don’t care what your record is. All 
they care about is just let’s play!" 
New Orleans still finished last in the NBA’s 
Central Division with a 23-59 record, but the big 
thing was that the team was 18-17 in its last 35 
games 
Now with a new season under way, the Jazz 
are on top in their division They lost the first 
game and won the next five. Last season they

It’s evident in some of the things 
which don’t get into the scorebook like calling a 
play instead of trying to drive in by himself, not 
forcing a break and being the leader he was 
always expected to be. 
Everyone is eager to know if the Jazz are the 
real thing Have they simply gotten themselves 
completely orchestrated or will they inevitably 
go flat? 
"If I knew that I’d go to Wall Street and make 
a million," says van Breda Kolff. "All I’m doing 
now is listening to what some of the other 
coaches have to say about us. They say we’re not 
too bad a ball club."

A Hoo boy. to borrow Morrie Brickman’s cartoon phrase, what a 
loaded question. Why, the winner is none other than correspondent 
Marv Hubbard, who otherwise carries the football for the Oakland 
Raiders and is probably trying to stockpile ammunition for a 
salary argument. Marv’s 4.81 yards per carry exceeds that of O.J. 
Simpson (4.58 yards per career carry). But if you take away that 
stipulation of 700 carries, you know who the leading active ball 
carrier in the NFL is? You’ll never guess—quarterback Fran 
Tarkenton, who has rambled an average of 5.94 yards for every one 
of those 593 times he has scrambled. 


Q. Can you tell me if any stud fees over $2,000 have ever been 
paid without the guarantee of a foal? If those fees have been paid, 
could you please give us a couple of examples? — James Misfeldt, 
Sacramento, Calif. 
A. Start with famed Secretariat. You’ve got to put $50,000 on the 
line just to get him bred with a mare—with no guarantee. Then you 
fork over another $50,000 if the mare gets in foal. Now I understand 
some private deals have been made to mate Secretariat for a 
straight $70,000—gambling that it’ll produce the desired result. 
Horses like Nashua, Swaps and Ribot also commanded a $10,000 
fee without guarantee for breeding, with another $10,000 delivered 
if the mare was in foal. Even back as far as Native Dancer, it cost 
$5,000 to breed, plus $20,000 for the foal. The breeders didn’t say 
"lots of luck" when they sent their mares over. They said, "Lots 
of love.”

western Los Angeles The fly, 
which destroys more than 200 
kinds of fruits and vegetables, 
has never been a problem in 
California before and threatens 
a 1700 million harvest. 


Officials are saturating an 80- 
square mile area with fruit flies 
flown in from Hawaii, where 
they are sexually sterilized by 
exposure to radiation while still 
in the larva stage. By mating 
with the sterile flies, the wild 
flies produce no offspring, and 
in time should die out. 


A shipment of 4 million fly 


pupae arrived Friday and the 
containers were stored in a 
trailer 
They began to hatch Sunday. 
But the would-be rescuers 
had short lives They died like 
flies 
"Everyone 
was 
confused, 
running around,” trying to find

Revenue sharing

There is great concern in the 
county and city governmental 
offices these days over the 
fact that the present Congress 
has expressed no sense of 
urgency 
concerning 
the 
renewal of revenue sharing. 
Should Congress punt on this 
all-important 
program, 
the 
results will be catastrophic 
not only for our local govern­ 
ments, but for local govern­ 
ments through the nation. 
It is apparent that with no 
extension of revenue sharing, 
another 
sizeable 
tax 
hike 
would be necessary in setting 
up the 1975-76 county and city 
budgets. 
If revenue sharing is not 
renewed before Christmas, ac­ 
tion could well be delayed until 
next 
summer. 
This 
delay 


would make it nearly impossi­ 
ble for local governments to 
set up their budgets. 


What particularly puts the 
fear in local governmental of­ 
ficials is the statement of A1 
Ullman, head of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
who said that “ it is the mood 
of Congress’’ 
to eliminate 
federal revenue sharing. 


President Ford has issued a 
strong call for the extension of 
federal revenue sharing, but it 
is up to Congress. 
The minds of the people on 
Capitol Hill must be changed. 
We strongly urge that contact 
be 
made 
with 
our 
local 
representative and senators to 
see that this issue is taken up 
directly. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
FBI dossiers on 
prominent blacks 


WASHINGTON — At the request of the 
late Dr. Martin Luther King's as­ 
sociates, we investigated the smear 
charges that the FBI had spread against 
him We reported in an earlier column 
that the stories were grossly inaccurate. 
The same associates complained that 
Dr King’s successor. Rev Ralph Aber­ 
nathy. was also kept 
under intensive FBI 
surveillance. 
From 
secret FBI files, we 
have confirmed that 
the G-men have a 
record of the most in­ 
timate details of his 
life. 
They 
know 
everything about him 
from his finances to 
his health, including 
the 
medications 
he 
takes every morning 
and evening His FBI file contains a psy­ 
chological profile, copies of his hotel 
bills, transcripts of his speeches and 
even an account of his traffic violations. 
One FBI memo, stamped “ Confiden­ 
tial.” reveals the details of a squabble 
Abernathy had on Feb. 5. 1970. with his 
subordinates. 
Afterward, the memo 
notes. Abernathy discussed the flare-up 
with his wife Their conversation is out­ 
lined in detail. 
We showed the file to Dr Abernathy, 
who readily recalled the conversation 
with his wife It had occurred, he said, in 
the privacy of his bedroom “ They had to 
be bugging me.” Abernathy told our as­ 
sociate, Joe Spear 
At the FBI, a spokesman categorically 
denied that agents had ever used 
electronic surveillance against Aber­ 
nathy 
Several references, including 
other conversations between Abernathy 
and his wife, are attributed in the file to 
“ confidential sources who have fur­ 
nished reliable information in the past.” 
It is clear from the file that FBI agents 
visited the U.S. Passport Office to get his 
travel schedule and Credit Bureau of­ 
fices to find out about his finances. 
Under the late J Edgar Hoover, the 
FBI was almost paranoiac about black 
leaders We have had access to other 
secret dossiers, indexed under “ Racial 
Matters.” on such prominent black 
leaders as the Rev Jesse Jackson, Roy 
Wilkens, Bayard Rustin.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Morale at 
the State Department is low 
Good men are leaving Able men are 
reluctant to sign up. There is bickering 
through the ranks, and backbiting — 
from the top down and bottom up 
There are repeated charges that the 
men who say “ yes” to their superiors 
are promoted 
They 
don't rock the boat 
Those who challenge 
ideas and programs go 
nowhere or out. They 
are shunted to super­ 
numerary posts, or 
given assignments so 
routine that men and 
women with ambition 
grow 
bitter 
with 
boredom. 
In office after office 
the feeling among of­ 
ficers is that no one on 
the seventh floor — where the top men 
sit — heeds their recommendations, 
thoughts or warnings — least of all 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
There is inbreeding at the top. The 
policymaking process is confined to Kis­ 
singer and a small group of his intimate 
advisers. Even when Kissinger visits 
overseas, he seldom really listens to the 
senior embassy staffs of the countries 
he’s in. 
As a result, the professionals are slow­ 
ly becoming demoralized There is grow­ 
ing mistrust in the middle ranks and 
among numbers of senior officials just 
below the top echelon. 
There is a growing tendency therefore 
for those men who stay and hope for 
promotion to say 
“ yes sir.” The 
hierarchy 
structure, 
therefore, 
has 
become considerably more rigid in prac­ 
tice than in the military, minus the 
saluting, which doesn’t occur very often 
in military offices in any event. 
When good men feel no one is paying 
attention to their work, they first get 
restless, then critical, then angry They 
either explode, and are eased out. or look 
for another job. or find destructive ways 
to fight 
Since officials in the middle ranks can­ 
not take out their anger openly on Kis­ 
singer and his top aides, they get in­ 
volved in petty bickering with as­ 
sociates. 
The “outs.” those ignored by the 
promotion 
boards 
for 
being 
un­ 
cooperative. fight the “ ins.” those 
careful to keep their opinions and 
thoughts to themselves and who are 
properly respectful about every view ex­ 
pressed by Kissinger and the men closest 
to him 
They get involved in squabbles over in­ 
consequential points — technical squab­ 
bles that really don’t interest them but 
give a vantage point from where they 
can legitimately and openly fight “ the 
enemy" in areas where even Kissinger 
cannot retaliate against them. 
Traditionally, the State Department 
has been divided into cliques, each 
headed by a small powerful group of men 
at the top But never like it is today. 
All this is dangerous to the security of 
the United States, to our economy and 
the well being of all who live in this 
country. 
The problems the State Department 
and associated agencies must deal with 
— wars and threats of war. oil em­ 
bargoes and oil prices, billions in as­ 
sistance. the balance of military power, 
the rise and fall of the dollar, trade em­ 
bargoes and trade restrictions and mul­ 
tinational corporations and foreign in­ 
vestment — are so complex that no one 
man or small group of men can get a 
handle on them. 
Seemingly minor mistakes, like the 
careless wording of a treaty, can be dis­ 
astrous. 
As never before in our history, what 
other nations can do strikes close to 
home economically. What oil cartel na­ 
tions decide today can put additional 
millions in the unemployment lines, send 
inflation skyrocketing and force a parcel 
of nations so close to bankruptcy and 
starvation we find ourselves rushing in 
with emergency aid 
Depressions in West Europe and Japan 
can spark a recession here Restrictions 
on investment in foreign countries can 
leave 
us 
short 
of 
essential 
raw 
materials, as can the control of a key 
producing country by an unfriendly 
power 
We cannot afford what is happening at

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
The full circle 


WASHINGTON - Rarely if ever does 
the wheel of fortune make such a com­ 
plete turn in so brief a span of history as 
with China The drama just played out in 
Peking with Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
and Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
in the principal roles would have been 
taken 25 years ago as the wild-eyed im­ 
agining of a lunatic. 
The myth of a China 
that could be saved 
from 
Communism 
with American arms 
and American dollars 
and then, when the 
Communists 
took 
over, 
isolated 
and 
brought 
down, 
resulted in one of the 
darkest chapters in 
the history of this 
bloody 
cen­ 
tury. American foreign 
service officers in China who tried to tell 
the truth — that the corrupt and decay­ 
ing regime of Chiang Kai-shek was sure 
to collapse — were humiliated and 
driven out of office. 
But 
for 
these 
truth-telling 
and 
courageous men the wheel of fortune has 
also 
come 
full 
circle 
That 
was 
dramatically 
illustrated 
when John 
Paton Davies Jr. was called to give his 
expert testimony on the U.S.-Chinese- 
Russian relationship before a subcom­ 
mittee of the House Committee on Inter­ 
national Relations. 
Despite his excellent record, Davies 
was driven out of the service because he 
had taken the measure of the Com­ 
munists and of Chiang’s forces during his 
tenure in China. John Foster Dulles fired 
him for having “ poor judgment.” He had 
been hauled through repeated loyalty 
tests and appearances, before congres­ 
sional committees of the witch-hunting 
type were part of the ordeal. 
In his appearance the other day he 
talked of the need for realism in the dif­ 
ficult triangular relationship between 
Washington, Peking and Moscow Each 
has a reason to distrust and dislike the 
others, but at the same time each has 
need for one or the other of the powers 
that make up the three-cornered stool 
central to stability and order in the world 
today 
Realism is the consistent line Davies 
has 
taken 
throughout 
his 
career. 
Ideology had little or nothing to do with 
his insistence in the ’40s that America 
could not afford to base policy on the 
myth of Chiang’s ability to unite China 
and put down the Communists. It was 
the same kind of myth of America's in­ 
vincibility that led to the disaster of Viet­ 
nam 
The witch hunt led by Joe McCarthy, 


seeking scapegoats to blame for the 
“ loss” of 
China, 
is 
described 
in 
fascinating and horrifying detail in “ The 
China Hands” by E.J, Kahn Jr. 
Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley, named 
ambassador 
to China 
by 
Franklin 
Roosevelt, set out to purge any of his 
subordinates who did not conform to his 
ignorant, naive and almost paranoid 
view of a nation and a people completely 
new to his experience. 
One of his victims was John S Ser­ 
vice. With undaunted pluck and per­ 
sistence, Service fought his case all the 
way to the Supreme Court which ruled in 
his favor in 1957. 
Assigned to minor posts by a State 
Department still fearful of congressional 
reprisals, he resigned in 1962 and sub­ 
sequently became head of the Center of 
Chinese Studies at the University of 
California in Berkeley. 
Service has twice returned to China, 
the first time revewing his acquaintance 
with Premier Chou En-lai. Earlier this 
year he spent three months there with 
the privilege of traveling throughout the 
country. 
Still another victim was John Carter 
Vincent, a scholarly southerner with a

broad knowledge of political currents in 
Asia. Hounded by Hurley, he went un­ 
defended by the State Department. 
Holding 
a 
teaching 
position 
in 
Cambridge, Mass., he died in 1972. 
The priceless knowledge and ex­ 
perience of these men and others among 
the China Hands were lost to the United 
States at a time of greatest need when 
we had assumed world power. 1116 
blunders that have followed owe a lot to 
this loss. 
Kissinger’s mission was primarily to 
prepare the way for President Ford’s 
visit to China some time late next month. 
This is an aspect of the realism Kis­ 
singer has sought to apply in dealing with 
both Moscow and Peking. With the 
leadership in transition in China, Kis­ 
singer spent hours of discussion with 
Teng Psiao-ping, deputy premier and 
Chou’s likely successor. 
Fortunately a new generation of 
foreign service officers have grown up 
with ability in language and under­ 
standing of a nation of more than 900 
million people. The hysteria over who 
lost China with its dire consequences 
was a costly lesson in how a great and 
powerful nation can defeat its own ends.
